Hog  numbers  are  due  to  be  adjusted  sharply  toward  prewar  figures,  latest  USDA 
estimates  indicate. 

Adjustments  in  pork  production  planned  by  farmers  appear  to  be  considerably  more 
drastic  than  the  War  Food  Administration  had  requested.  In  an  effort  to  adjust  live- 
stock numbers  with  over-taxed  feed  supplies,  WFA  set  1944  goals  at  15  per  cent  below 
1943  production  for  spring  farrowings  ana  nine  per  cent  down  on  fall  farmings. 

Spring  farrowings  ar,  indicated  as  ten  per  cent  below  and  fall  farrowings  at  28 
per  cent  below  the  WFA  goals.  The  size  of  the  indicated  reduction  in  pork  is  from 
121,696,000  pigs  saved  in  1943  to  about  87,925,000. 

idle  machinery  may  be  drafted 

The  authority  to  requisition  idle  farm  machinery  has  keen  extended  through 
December  31,  with  the  authority  in  New  Mexico  delegated  to  C.  V.  Hemphill,  chairman 
of  the  State  Agricultural  Conservation  Committee. 

There  are  two  changes  from  last  year's  procedure.  Commercial  motor  vehicles  are 
not  included;  and  the  drafting  of  idle  equipment  for  war  duty  is  to  be  handled  by  the 
state  and  county  AAA  committees,  instead  of  the  USDA  War  Boards.  Idle  motor  vehicles 
are  to  be  reported  to  the  Office  of  Defense  Transportation.

TIGHTER  LUMBER  CONTROLS  ARE  COMING 

More  stringent  controls  over  critically  short  lumber  supplies  will  be  establish- 
ed by  the  War  Production  Board  after  August  1,  ,  chairman  of  the   

  County  AAA  Committee,  said  today.  The  controls  will  affect  all  users  of 


lumber,  wholesale  and  retail  distributors,  and  all  but  the  smallest  sawmills. 
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Under  the  new  regulations,  the  War  Food  Administration  is  delegated  the  author- 
ity for  the  development  of  lumber  allocation  program  for  farmers.  The  new  program, 
which  is  expected  to  fellow  the  present  program  closely,  will  provide  for  the  issu- 
ance of  purchase  ratings  by  county  AAA  committees. 

BUY  FERTILIZER  NOW 

Increased  supplies  of  fertilizer  will  be  available  for  us^  in  the  1944-4-5  sea- 
son, provided  farmers  order  and  accept  delivery  early. 

CHANGES  i.iADE  Hi  WOOL  ORDER 

Amendments  to  the  war  food  order  on  wool  now  permit  larger  purchases  of  wool 
by  secondary  handlers  and  permit  producers  to  sell  off -grade  wool  direct  to  the  trad 
At  the  same  time,  the  amendments  limit  manufacturers'  purchases  of  shorn  wool  direct 
from  producers  to  a  radius  of  50  miles,  from  the  mill  or  plant. 

The  wool  purchase  program  follows  the  194-3  program  closely  with  the  price 

*"of  each  lot  purchased  by  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  determined  on  the  basis 
of  official  appraisal. 

HAVE  YOU  PLANTED  YOUR  TROUT? 
Before  another  year  has  passed,  farmers  may  be  harvesting  with  hook  and  line 
in  the  Salado  Soil  Conservation  District;  for  according  to  James  B.  Kelly,  member  of 
the  district  board  of  supervisors,  plans  have  been  completed  for  planting  fish  in 
several  ponds  in  the  district. 

Ponds,  which  figure  in  the  district's  ^.rogram  of  soil  and  water  conservation,

will  be  doubly  valuaole  after  they  are  stock/ with  fish  furnished  for  free  by  the  U. 
S.  Fish  and  Wildlife  S  A  hundred  pounds  of  fish  can  be  caught  from  a  ferti- 

lized pond  within  a  year. 

AAA  V/ILL  ASSIST  OMF  IH  DISTRIBUTING  SURPLUS  \vaR  PROPERTY 

The  Agricultural  Adjustment  Agency  has  been  directed  to  assist  WFA's  Office  of 
Materials  and  Facilities  in  distributing  materials  released  by  the  armed  services, 
government  corporations,  and  other  public  agencies. 

The  order,  which  comes  from  War  Food  Administrator  Marvin  Jones,  applies  only 
to  materials  and  equipment  that  can  be  used  to  implement  farm  programs. 
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MACHINERY  OUTPUT  SHOWg  IMPROVEMENT 

The  output  of  farm  machinery  in  May  brought  production  for  the  1943-4-4-  year  to 
within  ten  per  cent  of  schedule,  after  the  production  program  had  lagged  by  22  per 
cent  on  March  1,  17  per  cent  a  month  later,  and  14.  per  CBnt  on  May  1. 

Under  a  supplemental  program,  manufacturers  will  have  until  September  30  to 
complete  small  combines,  corn  pickers,  ensilage  harvesters,  peanut  pickers a  corn 
shellers,  hay  balers,  feed  grinders,  and  portable  elevators,  although  the  production 
year  ended  June  30. 

NOW  BEES  CAN  EaT  CAKE 

Bee  keepers  who  need  sugar  to  feed  bees  for  producing  honey  for  home  use  may 
now  obtain  up  to  ten  pounds  of  sugar  annually  for  each  calendar  year. 

Under  emergency  weather  conditions,  OPA  provides  extra  allowances  of  not  more 
than  15  pounds  of  sugar.  The  county  USDA  War  Board  must  certify  that  the  bees  would 
be  lost  if  not  given  emergency  feeding. 

WOMEN  "MAN "  FIRE  LOOKOUT  T0I-.ERS 

There  are  eight  women  "manning"  fire  lookout  towers  in  New  Mexico's  national 
forests  this  season,  according  to  Alva  A.  Simpson,  of  the  Forest  Service's  regional 
office  in  Albuquerque. 

Typical  of  these  women  who  have  found  new  fields  to  conquer  are  Mrs.  Mildred 
Swatzell  and  Mrs.  Nina  Clawson.  Both  of  their  husbands  are  with  the  Forest  Service, 
Dick  Clawson  as  a  lookout,  and  Orby  Swatzell  as  a  "smoke-chaser,"  whose  job  is  to 
"git  thar  fustest"  and  fastest  when  a  fire  is  discovered. 

From  her  tower  20  feet  above  Oso  Ridge,  itself  8,620  feet  above  sea  level,  Mrs. 
Swatzell  has  a  view  of  2,000  square  miles  of  forest  and  grass  lands.  Mrs.  Clawson, 
who  like  Mrs.  Swatzell  works  in  the  Cibola  National  Forest,  has  to  be  content  with 
a  paltry  7,650  feet. 

FEWER  TIRES;  MORE  CARS 
New  Mexico's  quota  of  new  passenger  automobiles  for  July  is  27,  a  decrease  from 
the  June  quota  of  36,  district  OPA  officials  have  announced.  The  tire  quotas,  however 
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will  be  larger  than  those  for  June — though  still  far  short  of  meeting  demands,  offi- 
>  cials  say . 

The  tire  quotas  for  July  follow:  passenger  tires,  Grade  One,  8,378;  small  truck 
tires,  3,185;  large  truck  tires,  821;  small  implement  tires,  4-12;  and  large  imple- 
ment tires,  155.  .  . 

BEEP'  RESTRICTIONS  STILL  HOLD 

Gordon  H.  Wood,  acting  state  supervisor  of  WFA*s  Office  of  Distribution,  re- 
minded New  Mexicans  today  that  the  Way  25  amendment  on  farm  slaughter  of  livestock 
applies  only  to  farmers  and  to  all  classes  of  livestock  except  cattle. 

Under  the  regulation,  farmers  arc  defined  as  "persons  slaughtering  10,000  pound; 
or  less,  of  livestock,  and  whose  principal  source  of  livelihood  is  derived  from 
agricultural  activities." 

"Persons  who  have  been  issueci  local  slaughterers'  or  butchers'  permits  are  still 
governed  by  their  original  ..uotas  regarding  beef  slaughter,"  Mr.  Wood  said.  "How- 
ever, they  may  slaughter  as  many  hogs,  sheep,  and  lambs  as  they  want  to  under  the 
present  order."  ■ 
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
